SOUTHERN MANUFACTURES. 


A correspondent of the World, who is 
@ citizen of New York, urges the sou'h 
to abandon its theory of direct trade. A 
resident of New York could not, in jus- 
lice to his own interests, give any other 
advice. And yet whenhe says that di- 
rect trade must be the result, not the 
forerunner, of a development of our 
manufacturing interests in cotton, Wovl 
and iron, and of the opening up of our 
mines and quarries, he perhaps 
gives expression to a good deal of busi- 
aess sense. He advises the south to 
iurn her extra energies to manufactures 

He cites her success in cotton manu- 
factures wherever ‘‘ mills have been 
erected with economy and managed with 
intelligence.” This phrase seems to u- 
avery happy one. It is the most com. 
pact statement of what is necessary in 
the erection and conduct of a cotton 
mill that we remember to have seen. 

‘“‘New Yorker” expresses sur- 
prise that the south manufactures 
so ilittle”=—r— oof her great crop. 
but he 1s sanguine that a marked change 
will soon take place. He believis that 
northern capital wll soon ‘‘find its way 
totue soutb, to profit by the great ad. 
vantages which must accrue from the 
munufacturing of cotton on the very 
spot where it grows. Who shall say tha' 
before twenty-five years have passed 
away most of our cotton mills will not be 
‘found in the south beside the cotton 
fields, enjoying virtually a monopoly of 
che manufacture of cotton in this 
c uatry?” 
He proceeds to show that a section of 
the country which furnishes the 
buik of its exports should not 
be so bare of § induscrial aid 
manufaciuring interests. It s.ould at 
least supply wagons, Carriages, agricul 
tural machinery and implements, etc , 
for its own use. The south is an empire 
in itself, which contains all the elements 
necessary for afoundation on which to 
build up avast manufacturing interest, 
“the profits of which will go far tu 
make its people the wealthiest com- 
munity on the face of the globe.” He 
pictures the wealth of that community, 
which could in i’self realize the protits 
of the agriculwurist and the manufacturer 
on the colossal scale which it is in the 
power of the south to do. 
All this is very trite. We all know it 
ig possible, but knowledge of our capa- 
bilities is not sufficient. Mills must be 
built with economy and managed with 
ia Georgia ard the Carolinas 
have taken the first steps towards the 
grand consummation pictured by “New 
Yorker.” We must keep right on 
Every mill built im the cotton fields will 
pay if rater “yd im construction and in- 


are applied t6 it. That much we all 
‘know. Why them should not 
each county in the state combine its cap 
tal for the erection of a millor mills to 
consume itscotton? Build smail mills 
if you cannot build large ones. Spin if 
you cannot weave; and never let your 
sole money product pass from you with 
out extracting from it more than the 
growth’s present profits.
